With hand aloft, waving a tiny handker- 
chief, Madame Galli-Curci stood tor several 
minutes on the stage of the Theatre Royal 
on Saturday afteruoon acanowieuging wie 
plaudits of an audience which for nearjy two 
hourg had been enthralled by her singing.

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THE EAGLE OWL.

Fadu Our Zoo.ocicat CoRRESPONDENT. 

The frost of last Saturday morning was 
sharp enough in the ‘ Zoo” to 
put a good coat of ice on the northern 
section of the lake, and had a remarkably 
oe effect on the various wild birds 
that frequent the banks and the over- 
hanging branches. In the houses, too, 
stimulus was certainly given to the 
activities of the animals, and particularly 
the t carnivora—the leo . and 
lions alike indulging in a display of 
energy that, if shown in a cinema, would 
assuredly be seé down as engin 
by some unscrupulous trainer. The groub 
of fine young lions from Somali 
(three in number), now a little more than 
two years old, at once arrests the atten- 
tion of all who enter the Roberts House. 
One may quickly conclude from their 
haughty looks and splendidly knit frames 
that the adventurous spirit of the Tsavo 
man-eaters is a fairly innate quality in the 
lions of that part of East Africa which 
produces such magnificent animals. 

An interesting sight was presented on 
the same frosty morning in the Monkey 
House, where the chimpanzees and the 
orang, seized with a simultaneous passion 
for display, were hurling themselves about 
in ‘their swings in such bacchanalian 
fashion as nearly to divert all attention 
from other parts of the house, At the 
same time, not far off, the look of horror- 
struck astonishment painted on the faces 
of the group of recently-purchased rhesus 
monkeys might have upset the equilibrium 
-of any human spectator—and would have 
delighted any student of that pet subject 
of Darwin’s—‘‘ the expression of emotion 
in man and animals.” The other inmates 
pf the house—baboons, civets and para- 
doxures alike—viewed the whole per- 
_ formance without concern ; but the amaze- 
ment of the rhesus monkeys (or Bengal 
macaques, as they are sometimes called) 
was a veritable picture. 


A SPLENDID RECLUSE. 

Outside the houses, the first sharp frost 
of the year evidently brought little or no 
discomfort to any of the furred or 
feathered residents. As usual, the wapiti, 
bison and yak (to whom a cool climate is 
naturally congenial) were on the look-out 
for notice; but this was not less the case 
with the zebras and the eland—to say 
mothing of the striped hyena, also a 
southern animal, which, in spite of its 
Bomewhat repellent associations in the 
matter of flesh-diet, is always remarkably 
well pleased with everything in the nature 
of a vegetable dainty, and has, in fact, to 
be rather guardedly fed by way of pre- 
caution against its over-eagerness in 
snuiching too much at once. 

One unexpected feature of the cold 
MI was the coming forth into the 
open of a splendid nocturnal bird that 
generally prefers the shelter of its dark 
hut during the brighter hours of the day, 
but never presents itself to public view 
without calling forth a burst of unquali- 
fied admiration. . This is the great eagle- 
owl—not the African bird with the 
strikingly pink eye-lids, which is always 
to be seen, but the European eagle-owl, 
presented by Mr. Vincent in 1929, and 
now resident in the same series of en- 
closures that contains the snowy owls, 
peregrine falcons, Brahminy _kite, 
Kavirondo crowned cranes, African eagle- 
owl, Asiatic sea-eagle, and a pair of 
hooded vultures. Of all these birds, -how- 
ever, it is the one most seldom seen, It 
shows no special dislike to sunlight,’ but 
certainly does not court it as its next-door 
neighbours, the snowy owls, so regularly 
do. Its instinct, no doubt, continues to 
advise it that— 

When the night falls, and dogs do howl, 

Then, then is the reign of the horned owl— 
in short, that the tired capercailzie has 
gone to roost in the pine-wood, and by the 
good light of the moon will fall an easy 
prey. 

When, however, the eagle-owl is really 
tempted, as it was by the cool air of Satur- 
day, to come out into open view in bright 
sunshine, it sits on its gently swayin 
perch facing its visitors with large, roun 
eyes of the deepest orange lustre, with its 
fine “ears” or “ horns ” standing rigidly 
erect, and presenting altogether a really 
beautiful picture. 


VISITORS. 

Tt is hardly necessary to say that those 
who pay only very infrequent visits to the 
£$ F,oo ”” must in many instances altogether 
miss making the acquaintance of some 
muite interesting creatures, whose times of 
exhibiting themselves cannot be absolutely 
reckoned with.

Al Cinema Nuisance, 


My paragraph on Miss Sybil Thorn- 
dike’s idea for preventing the rustling of 
chocolate papers during theatrica] per- 
formances _ prompts a correspondent to 
inquire whether anything can be done to 
persuade certain individuals in cinemas 
not to repeat in a loud voice whatever they 
see or hear on the se:een. During the 
performance of silent films it was a com- 
mon practice for such persons to read the 
sub-titles aloud, but the first talking pic- 
tures deprived them of their diversion. 
Now they have become accustomed to the 
sound films, and it is not an uncommon 
occurrence to -hear somebody _ repeat 
methodically every utterance of the 
characters on the screen. Apart from 
the nuisance caused by this habit, how- 
ever, there is an interesting psychological 
consideration behind it. Anvone who has 
seen a film which was partly “ sound “' 
and partly ‘‘silent’’ will have noticed 
how insensibly to the mind of the observer 
the one glides into the other. The reason, 
I suppose, is that we all subconsciously 
repeat what is presented to us, and con- 
sequently do not notice much difference 
between the written and spoken word. 
Only people with inadequate mental con- 
trol, however, repeat such things aloud. 


The Cactoblastis AToth. 


The recent great success attendant on 
the introduction of the cactoblastis moth 
to Australia, where it is already effectually 
checking the prickly-pear that formerly 
rendered useless 80,000,000 acres of land, 
is an excellent illustration how the tiny, 
but potent, forces of nature are employed 
to combat insect and vegetable foes. 

In California there are ranches on 
which myriads of lady-birds are bred for 
distribution among scale-insect and plant- 
lice infected areas. These tiny allies prey 
on the noxious insects, and millions of 
dollars are saved by them yearly. 

The Japanese beetle, a scarabeid that 
attacks peach trees, has effected an en- 
trance to North America, where it has be- 
come such a plague that its particular 
enem:, a scoliid wasp, is now being im- 
ported and bred in immense numbers to 
combat the ‘‘ Jap.” No doubt, it will 
clean up the enemy, but what will 
happen when there is no foe left to fight? 
Will the wasp die out automatically, or 
take to preying on some other insect, per- 
haps, most useful to the farmer? That is 
a problem that humanity has had to face 
before, and will have to consider seriously 
in future.

THE DRUMM BATTERY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Now that the spokesman of the 
Fianna Fáil Party has appealed to the Caesar 
of public opinion to support them in their 
opposition to the expenditure of £25,000, or 

,000, upon the development of the Drumm 
battery, I think that it is ‘‘up_to” those of 
us who share the great faith of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce to supply him 
with some facts which may help to provide 
an answer to the three questions he puts to 
you. Before putting my historical case I 
should like to point out that the whole 
scientific world is now moving to electrical 
developments, and, just as neighbouring 
countries in the past obtained world power 
by the development of their coal resources, 
so the country that leads in electricity, and 
through it provides the means of transport 
and locomotion, must in the near future have 
the world at its feet. Even if Dr. Drumm 
has not a master patent, he has still done a 
great deal, and the master patent may develop 
in the course of his researches. 

In 1888 Mr. J. B. Dunlop, a Northern 
Irishman, made a pneumatic tyre. A Dublin 
company took it up, and, on the faith of the 
statement that the tyre was patented, floated 
a company to work it with a capital of 
£50,000, of which only £25,000 was sub- 
scribed. They set to work to make the tyre, 
and tried to improve it. The writer was one 
of the team of riders who went over to Eng- 

all their races, and Féar) 
waking up England to a ‘‘cycle boom.’ 
Presently, however, the company found that 
the idea was not patentable, as a Mr. Thomp- 
son had long “f° made and used a pneumatic 
tyre on cars. They possessed no patent. Just 
as in the Dáil debate the opposition poke of 
Edison as a possible ‘prior user,” so in 
this case there was one; but Mr. Dunlo 
collaborated with Mr. Welsh, and, wit 
plenty of money to spend on experiments, 
they succeeded in introducing an improvement 
which was petentable. Although their 
patent has now long since expired, the com.- 
pany still pays dividends upon a capital which 
is now greater than the whole national debt 
of Ireland. Has not enough been shown to 
make it worth while risking £50,000, all of 
which will be spent on Irish labour? If the 
venture turns up '“' heads,” it will provide 
the country with more than enough money to 
pay interest on our national debt, and, if the 
patent is not sustainable, still, as first in the 
field, Ireland can build up and hold a trade 
from which, at any rate, » a is likely to make 
considerable profits. Why, then, should any 
party seek to delay or obstruct this most 
desirable prospect ?—Yours, etc.,

Introducing a lecture on the Metal Period 
before the Cork Literary and Scientific 
Society on Thursday last Mr. John J. 
Horgan, solicitor, and President of the 
Society, in the chair, Mr. L. 8S. Gogan, of 
the National Museum, Dublin, said that 
the leading feature of the early metal period 
was the practice of erecting tage stone monu- 
ments over the dead. The practice had 
spread from the Iberian Peninsula along the 
Atlantic coasts to Brittany, Scandinavia and 
these islands. The earliest type was the 
dolmen or great stone table found from late 
neolithic times onward. This developed by 
recognisable steps, having their apex in the 

reat chambered tumuli of North-central 
reland. Important groups were found in 
Cork (North and North. West), Southern 
Clare, where the dolmens resembled those of 
the Loire region, and Sligo the. terre 
classique of the megalithic cult. The dolmens 
of the Eastern coastal areas were notable for 
their great size. Stone circles frequently 
surrounded a central burial and also the 
main tumuli. Association with a sun cult 
was indicated by the name applied in Irish 
to many of them, buaile na greine, grianan, 
etc. 

_A SPANISH MERCHANT'S TOMB. 

Having given several instances of primitive 
practice and belief, the lecturer said that 

rofessor Loth had recently drawn attention 
to a remarkable burial discovered at Castle 

on, in Cork, many years ago. It con- 
sisted of three large jars or dolii containing 
respectively the senate skeleton of a man 
tied with copper wire, gelatinous substance, 
perhaps the h, and a great number of 
copper disks. This burial the Professor 
associated with an early metal culture ot 
Southern Spa It was conceivably the 
tomb of a nish merchant trading in raw 
copper. The offering might be compared to 
that made at the Cnuicin dolmen in Water- 
ford, consisting of pre pitch stone disks. 

Mr, Gogan next t with the sequence 
of pottery types for the period, showing that 
the cultural unity of the Atlantic countries 
was unquestionable. Neolithic globular 
vessels of coarse make had been followed 
by caripated vessels and three-legged vessels, 
represented only in Ireland by ge 
examples, subseguently followed by fine 
bell-beakers of Spain kers of English type, 
and a food vessel directly derived from the 
megalithic ware of Scandinavia. 

A GORK MYSTERY. ' 

In conclusion the lecturer said that. many 
aspects of life in megalithic Ireland were 
still obscure, but these could be cleared up 
by additional and detailed study, and 
especially by the conservation and due re- 
cording of objects of antiquity, since these 
alone were the documents of pre-history.

THE MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE. 

Mr. Hogan, who was received with 
applause, dealt with the question of tariffs, 
and said that the present Government had 
the power to impose any tariffs that they 
wished. They hair got that power under the 
terms of the Treaty, and they could enforce 
it, but before imposing ifis they had to 
consider, and consider very carefully, the 
imposition of tariffs which would be in the 
best interests of the country, The Free State 
Government had a:ready imposed tariffs ont 
woollens. soap, boots, oatmeal and other 
commodities imported into the country, and 
there was no reason why they should not 
tax every agricultural import into the 
country if it benefited the Irish farmer. If 
it was not going to help the farmers and the 
industrial development of Ireland, there 
should be no tax. Almost two million pounds’ 
worth of foreign bacon was imported into 
this country, and, as against that, six mil- 
lion pounds’ worth of bacon and pork was 
exported. If there was a tax on foreign 
hacon, he said, it would not increase the 
price of Irish bacon by one copper, and there- 
fore would not increase the price of pigs 
which the farmers had for disposal. On the 
contrary, 1f they depended upon their home 
markets, which could be more than adequately 
supplied by home produce of bacon. they 
would still have a surplus. 

Tf there was a tax of 6d. per Ib. on im- 
ported hacon, the home produce would exceed 
hy far the requirements for home consump- 
tion, with the result that they would have to 
dispose of their’ surplus to the English 
markets until such time that their Irish 
markets were in a posivion 10 cope With this 
surplus, and that would take a long time. 
lí the Irish farmers were not going to benefit 
by a tax on foreign bacon it should not be 
enforced. He was not going to stand for a 
policy which would leave the price of the 
article that the farmer had to sell as it was 
and increase the price of what the farmer had 
to buy. 

INDUSTRIAL TARIFFS. 

Referring to industrial tariffs, Mr. Hogan 
said that they had already put a tax on im- 
ported woollens, clothes and boots. and it had 
the result of increasing prices, and the Irish 
industries which produced these articles were 
no worse nor no better off than when the tax 
was imposed. They sold their goods at the 
best price that they could get ior them. There 
was a tariff of 15 per cent. on boots, which 
meant that a pair of boots imported into this 
country value £1 carried a tax of óg., which 
the purchaser had to bear. From a manufac- 
turing point of view, the Trish boot industries 
were only able to produce one-fifth of the 
demand. If the Government put on “ whole- 
hog ' tariffs, which was’ advocated by the 
Fianna Fail Party, it would increase the price 
of not only imported articles, but the articles 
produced at home. As far as agricultural 
products were concerned, the Irish farmer was 
producing 50 per cent. inore than what was 
required for home consumption, and conse- 
quently they had to depend on their export 
trade for the purchase of their surplus, No 
tariffs could increase to any great extent the 
price of anything that the Irish farmer had to 
sell. but would considerably increase the 
articles he had to purchase. 

“Tam not goiug to stand for any indis- 
criminate tariffs which will result in a hard- 
ship on the Irish people,” declared Mr. 
Hogan amidst applause. ‘‘ [ am not going 
to stand for tariffs that will put money into 
the pockets of manufacturers at the expense 
of the drish farmers and the Irish people. 
(Applause.) If there are to be any tariffs, it 
must be tariffs which will result in the de- 
velopment of Irish industries and the benefit 
of the community as a whole, and not for the

Mr. Dolan, was the question of tariffs on 
agricultural produce, and whether the people 
were prepared to continue their support to the 
Government led by Mr. Cosgrave and to the 
avy ting agriculture which the Government 

ad been carrying out under the guidance of 
Mr. Hogan. It was a clear issue, and the 
Minister had clearly stated what the Govern- 
ment were prepared to do for the farmers in 
the great difficulties which at present con- 
fronted them. The Government did not be- 
lieve that wholesale tariffs would be of any 
advantage to the farmers, but they did believe 
that there was a definite and reasonable way 
of helping the agricultural vommunity. 

PRESIDENT C4SGRAVE’S PROMISE. 

Mr. Cosgrave had promised that he was 
prepared to go to any reasonable length to 
help the farmers. He, too, had stated publicly 
that the report of the De-rating Commission 
would be the basis of any definite action that 
would be taken by the Government, and it 
would supply the necessary data to enable 
the Government to do what was necessary to 
assist the farmers over the present erisis. 

They were, he said, definitely committed 
tu a policy of direct assistance, whether tem- 
porary or not, to the farmers, and he did not 
believe that the country would approve of 
wholesale tariffs on feeding stuffs that were 
necessary for the development of the agricul- 
tural industry.

THE ONLY SANE POLICY.

BAD HANDLING. 


““A further fault is‘ to be found with the 
manner in which the Irish grower handles 
and sends his blooms to the market. English 
rowérs have made a fine art of packing their 
a and presenting them to the buyers 


‘and the public in an attractive style. 


Flowers are arranged ‘carefully in masses © 
tissue paper in sound boxes, and sv well is 
this done that these delicate blooms are able 
to travel 100 and 200 miles and arrive at 
the Dublin markets in beautiful condition, 

Again, in a scarce season, when it is diffi- 
cult to get flowers from across the water, 
the Irish growers in the majority of cases 
seize this opportunity of putting up their 
prices. They kill their own’ trade this 
practice; for when the foreign produce comes 
on the market again they find that they have 
driven away all their customers. , 

In and around Dublin there is a consider- 
able number of nursery gardeners, and, ex- 
cept for: one or two of them who do make 
aun attempt to handle their stuff properly, 
present it in the market in an attractive 
manner, and ask reasonable prices; they all 
are finding it a difficult task to pay their 
Way. 


CHOICE BLOOMS. 


It must be said for these gardeners that 
they can produce as choice a bloom as any 
that ever came from the Channel Islands, 
from the nurseries of England, France, or 
Holland; but what is the use of this when 
their methods are all wrong? The Irish 
flower trade is being paralysed by foreign 
competition ; it is being .virtually driven out 
of existence. 

In one respect, 1 learnt, the French have 
a monopoly ; for they send us pretty narcissus 
which 1s not grown in this country at all. 
is used in Ireland mainly for funeral pur- 
poses, but it is really a nice flower, appreci- 
ated in France for its decorative properties, 
particularly on the dinner table. 

Then, again, it is rather difficult. to com- 
pete with the crimson chrysanthemums 
commonly called ‘‘ Baldock,” which actually 
grow wild on the Channel Islands, and can be 
sold in the markets at prices lower than any 
others. The British growers all the time are 
willing to undercut the Irish grower, and will 
sell at the best price they can get, whereas 
the Irish grower will allow his stuff to rot 
rather than sell at current rates. Many 
firms on the market have Irish blooms in 
their shops which have been left there to rot 
by the Irish grower because he would not 
take the best price offered. 

There is jittle hope for the Irish rursery- 
man under those conditions, and if he wants 
to succeed he must abandon this most un- 
reasonable attitude. 


FRUIT GROWERS. 


The same remarks and facts apply to the 
lrish fruit growers. They handle their fruit 
in the most careless and unscientific manner, 
so that it is in pocr condition when put on 
the market, and fetches smaller prices than 
foreign fruit which comes thousands of miles 
to the market. “Muck” was the term 
applied to the Irish fruit by one 
big importer and. buyer, He pointed 
out; however, that this was one of 
the best seasons: in years for Irish 
fruit, which was in excellent condition in the 
orchards, but which lost appearance, 
condition, and favour through being handled 
badly. If the Irish fruit, he said, were 
handled and packed in the neat and scientific 
manner oí the foreign article, it. would com- 
mand even better prices. 

There was, further, no strawberry in the 
world to touch the Irish strawberry in 
season, but yet inferior foreign stuff was 
dumped on the market, and fetched better 
eee because it was packed neatly in 

askets with tissue paper and wrapping, 
while the fine Irish strawberry was marketed 
on cabbage leaves. 

Irish flowers and fruit, | was assured, are 
equal to any in the world, but the growers 
are sadly lacking in an appreciation of 
modern methods.

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ECONOMIC SALVATION OF 
THE COUNTRY. 
Addressing the annual Ard Fheis of Sinn 
Fein at Wynn's Hotel; Dublin, yesterday, 
Mr. J. J. Kelly (Scelig), President, said 


that the -extent of the Sinn “Fein financial 


contribution to the national siruggle might 
be gauged from the fact that the election 
deposits réfunded to those who deserted ‘t 
ufter it had helped them well up the political 
ladder aggregated some £35,000. Some 
£10,000 of their general fund was retained 
in Chancery by the Free State. Their organi- 
sation had shown that the economic salvation 
of the country was not in conéentfating ov 
the English market, or in high or selective 
protection, but rather in assured and ‘a. 
served national markets for wheat, oats, 
potatoes, fish, and kindred things; for boots, 
clothing, and the like. ) 

The guardians of law and ‘order had con- 
fiscated Dublin's thriving. electricity. under- 
teking, doubled the city’s debt under Com- 
missioners, and made a mockery of the 
Corporation, as they had of the 
Cork City Ceuncil nd other Beards, 
The beet industry had been exploited at 
great profit. by Continental capitalists, and 
subsidised tor ten years to the tune of about 
£45,000,000, a due proportion of which was 
drawn from the impoverished Gaeltacht, 
already robbed.of about one million since the 
disappearance of the Congested Districts 
Board. “ 
THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The Secretary's report stated that the 
number of cumainn showed a slight decrease, 
but the number of delegates had increased. 

They were not able to undertake organisa- 
tion work in keeping with the requirements 
of an organisation such as theirs. This and 
interference through raids on the offices made 
it very difiicult to keep in touch with the 
constituted branches throughout the country. 
Their offices and officers and members of the 
organisation and their homes had continued 
to receive the forceful attentionsof England's 
hirelings, both native and imported. Meetings 
of their cumainn had been broken up, those 
present arrested and detained for hours, 
sometimes tor days, without charge, under 
the most shocking conditions. 

Only on the previous day their offices were 
occupied for honrs by no less than twelve 
police officers, who had ransacked files and 
drawers, and left everything in chaos. They 
took away documents and papers neither 
the extent nor nature of which had been 
ascertained. 

SECOND DAIL CONGRATULATED. 
A resolution was adopted declaring anew 


‘allegiance to the Government of the Republic 


of Ireland, and congratulating the Executive 
Council of the Second Dail on the issue of the 
draft Constitution of the Republic. 

A resolution from the Liam Mellows 
Cumann, Glasgow—‘‘ That the proclamation 
of the Provisional Government, Easter, 1916, 
be the aim of future policy, and that with the 
overthrow of English rule in Ireland the com- 
plete social and economic emancipation of 
the Irish people will be guaranteed, shall be 
ineluded as an essential part of the Sinn Fein 
Constitutén '—was passed. 

During a discussion on a resolution from

In order 
that both the difficulties and the abeurdi- 
ties of the crisis may be realised, it is 
necessary to recall the events that led up 
to it. Last session the British ‘Govern- 
ment sent its Coal Mines ~ ‘ll through t*e 
Commons. The section of this Act which 
was designed to reduce the miner’s work- 
ing day from eight hours to seven and 
a-half is due to come inte operation to-day. 
The mine-owners pleaded, however, that a 
reduction of hours necessarily involved a 
proportionate reduction of pay, and the 
men’s representatives retorted that nothing 
of the sort was implied. Last week saw 
every possibility of a general strike, but the 
workers in almost every coalfield expressed 
themselves willing to accept, as a tem- 
porary compromise, t!> expedient of the 
“ spread-over,” which had ‘been inserted 
in the Coal Mines Act by the House of 
Lords, and had passed the Commons with 
certain modifications. Only the miners 
of Scotland and South Wales continued to 
hold out; but on Saturday Sonth 
Wales agreed to follow the example 
of the other fields, and Scotland alone was 
adamant. Advised by the Miners’ Federa- 
tion to postpone a stoppage, the Scottish 
men’s leaders were not able to summon a 
conference in time to call off the stoppage 
which was fixed for to-day. 

The position is faintly ludicrous. When 
the Socialist Government unwillingly 
allowed the Peers’ “ spread-over " clause 
to be inserted in the Coal Mines Bill, 
it gave to the Miners’ Federation a 
right to veto the demand of any coal- 


expedient. The Federation is uncom- 
promisingly- hostile to the “ spread-over,”” 
and so refused to sanction its adoption in 
any circumstances, until last Friday night, 
when, in consequence of the Government's 
plea, it suddenly lifted the ban. We 
praise. the Federation for. its eleventh- 
hour willingness to follow the dictates 
of common-sense, and trust that the same 
spirit will guide its counsels when the 
National Conference meets on Thursday. 
We forbear to ask the motive immediately 
behind the sudden relief—whether it was 
Sen that the leaders’ authority would be 
flouted by the men, or a genuine regard for 
the industry’s good—but at all events the 
decision was opportune, Nevertheless, 
nothing’ suggests that the Federation has 
relaxed its hostility to the ‘‘ spread-over,” 
At the Miners’ National Conference, 
summoned for next Thursday, a demand

permanently. If the Federation refuses, 
every miner who agrees with his employer 
to work under the “ spread-over "’ system 
will act not merely in opposition to the 
Federation’s wishes, but in d-fiance of the 
law of the land—sir:e, according to 
Statute, the Federation’s veto renders his 
action illegal. 

The real trouble has not been met, 
but merely postponed; and that trouble 
must. continue to harass Great Britain 
until the Coal Mines Act has suffered 
repeal or radical alteration. Ite first 
weakness has become apparent. The. veto 
allowed to the Federation, although “in- 
tended as a safeguard to the workers, has 
| proved a menace to workers, owners and 
industry alike. Furthermore, the National 
Industrial Board established under the 
Act to meet difficulties of this kind is a 
ramshackle affair, distrusted by the 
iownets; and its firat attempt at a decision 
has been flouted bh, the very body that 
was responsible for its formation—the 
Miners’ Federation. If the Act is -to 
work, the Fed>ration’s right. of veto must 
be cut out, and an acceptable’ Board must 
| be constituted. To avert constant danger, 
however, only one course is possible, and 
it is easy; the operation of the Act can 
bé deferred by Parliament until owners 
and men have thrashed the whole matter 
out in conference. It is evident from the

SCOTLAND AND IRELAND. 

The health of the Governor-General and the

The Bealin inscription was carved on a cross, 
which stood at present in the. demesne of 
Twyford, near Athlone, and which seemed 
to have been originally erected in Clonma- 
croise. It read: ‘‘Oroit ar Tuathgall Jas 
dernath in, ehrossa,’’ which, translated. 
meant “‘A Prayer for Tuathgall, by whom 
was trade this. cross.” Tuathgall was Abbot 
of Clonmacroise, who died in 810 or 811 
A.D. As the shapes of the letters 
seemed to point also to a father 
old. date, there was little doubt that the 
man mentioned in the inscription was the 
same as the abbot.

STABILISED PRICES FOR 
PRODUCE.

SASKATOON (SASKATCHEWA V), 

is Saturday. 

_The annual Convention of the United 
Farmers of Canada, largely representing the 
organised agriculturists of the Prairie Pro- 
vInces and Ontario, have adopted a resolution 
in favour of the stabilisation by Government 
of the price of farm products on the basis of 
the cost of production. 

The Convention aiso approved of the 
‘pegging ” of prices at a level ensuring a 
fair exchange of agricultural. products for 
other goods and services. 

The resolution urges the establishment of a 
Government Bureau with standards for manu- 
factuted products, and finally appeals for 
lowered rates of interest by banks to agricul- 
turists in Western Canada (corresponding to 
the rates granted in Eastern Canada) and 
for lowered freight rates on exports via the 
new Hudson Bay routes.

For a considerable time past the depart- 
ment for gilt-edged stocks has been the only 
section of the Stock Exchange in which ‘busi- 
ness has been active. Of late even this has 
been quieter, for there has been no repe- 
tition of the substantial buying by the great 
banks which a month or two ago had so 
pronounced an effect upon prices. That buy- 
ing, it may be recalled, was accompanied 
by a good deal of professional activity—., 
that is, stock was bought, not for invest: 
ment, but simply with a view to snatching 
® quick profit. With prices fluctuating with- 
in a much smaller range, purely speculative 
operations are discouraged, and generally 
business is quieter, though a public de- 
mand is still in evidence. 


PROSPECTIVE OPERATIONS. 


Presumably to-day’s distribution of the 
half-yearly dividend on 5 per cent. War Loan, 
requiring about £50,000, gross, will give 
a fillip to the investment market, though 
it may he a few days before it has an effect 
upon prices. Afterwards there will be a dis- 
position to look forward to the reinvestment 
of the proceeds of the repayment of 4 per 
cent. War Loan on January 15, an operation 
involving about £76,500,000. Much of this 
stock is largely held by the great banks 
and other important financial institutions. 
and the money may be temporarily invested 
in short-dated securities or used in other 
ways. Still, the effect should be favourable, 
and if with the turn of the year fresh hope 
is created of still easier monetary conditions 
we might easily see a fresh upward movement 
in the first rank of investment stocks, 


WAR LOAN CONVERSION. 


This is looking anead somewhat, but the 
process is necessary in considering the pros- 
pects. It is to be assumed. that the authori- 
ties will not discourage a fresh revival in 
Furely investment siocks,. because buoyant 
market conditions ars necessary for the suc- 
cess of the coming plan for converting part 
of the 5 per cent. War Joan. Undoubtedly 
there will be more discussion of this pro- 
ject when the year-end stringency in money 
13 over, and the usual hopes are expressed 
of better conditions generally in the new 
year. At the time it was thought that 
the dividend warrants now being received 
would be accompanied by an invitation to ex- 
change 5 p.c. War Loan for another stock 
bearing a lower rate interest, but the more 
general idea now 1s that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will seek to obtain full advan- 
tage of the customary optimism witnessed in 
the early days of the new yeur. 


QUESTION OF REPAYMENT. 


The point may be er phasised again that 
the Government has no power to enforce a 
reduction in the rate of intere t, though it 
would seem that a good many holders of the 
stock think it has.

Shareholders of companies which have 
lately made disappointing announcements of 
results, such as the United Molasses, ‘l'ate 
and Lyle, Guest Keen, tie P. and Q., and 
the Fine Spinners, should not be unduly 
despondent. It is certainly unpleasant to 
have a dividend reduced or passed altogether, 
and to see a consequent depreciation in the 
market value of securities;- but time may 
show that in a measure the somewhat drastic 
steps now being taken are of a precau- 
tionary character. In such a case as ‘late 
and Lyle the decision to distribute less among 
the shareholders means that the financial 
position has been strengthened, and that the 
company is thus better able to take full ad- 
vantage of a trad: revival. 


AN EARLY RECOVERY UNLIKELY.
